civity was opened and after a thorough
sxamination the entire stomach was re-
moved, This iovolved the separation
from the two main chanmela—the ae-
sophagus,through whioch the food enters
the stomach, and the pylorus, or outlet
of the stomach into the intestines, The
pylorus wes then atiached to the ae-
sophagus The patient will be fed with
liquid food which has been predigeeted.
Wichmann had cancer of the stomach,
and his cass was ipcurable, Dr.
Fowler had sonouoced that unlese the
man was operated on he would starve
to death, Arrangements bad been
made to peform the operation two
weeks ago, but Wichmann's eon objeot-
«d, He fioally consented to the opera-
tiom,
